More Acres Under 
State Fire Control 


More than 483,000 additional 
Florida woodland acres came un- 
der fire control this month when 
four more counties added Florida 
Forest Service fire control units. 
"With 56 of Florida's 67 counties 
containing 18,729,872 woodland 
acres now under countywide pro- 
tection, less than two million for- 
eat acres now remain unprotected, 
announced State -Forester C. H. 
Coulter from Tallahassee today. 

The four newly-protected. coun- 
ties and their amounts of forest 
acreage are: Dade — 310,976 
acres; Dixie —- 388,400 acres; La- 
fayette—290,500 acres;-and Okee- 
chobee — 153,600 dcres. Consider- 
able .acreage in Dixie and La-| 
fayette was formerly protected by 
the did Dixie+Fire Control Unit. 
Some additional acreage was pick- 
ed up as these two counties gain- 
ed countywide protection.

The coming of countywide fire 
control to the adjacent counties of 
Dixie and Lafayette brings west 
and north Florida solidly under 
forest fire control. Non-protected 
counties remaining, from north to 
south, are: Citrus, Brevard, Pasco, 
Osceola, Hardee, DeSoto, Martin, 
Palm Beach, Broward and Monroe. 
Some 140,000 acres in Hendry. 
County have group-unit protection 
—an arrangement whereby a 
group of private landowners con- 
tract with the Florida Board of, 
Forestry for fire control. 

In the: last 15 years, the amount! 

of protected forest acreage has 
doubled, while the average annual’ 
percent of acreage burned has de- 
creased more than six times. In 
the years prior to 1949, more than 
four percent of Florida's protected 
woodlands burned each year. In 
Í the Past eight years, this percent 
of annual, burn has averaged less 
than one-half of one percent.

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MIAMI—Three manatees, some- 
times called sea.cows, have taken 
up employment with the state as 
weed-killers. 

The manatees were netted by 
the Miami Seaquarium under & 
commission from the Central and 
South Florida Flood Control Dis- 
trict and will be used in an effort 
to rid drainage canals of water 
weeds and hyacinths. 

Manatees are 1,000-pound, veg- 
etarian mammals that live in South 
Florida waters. They are gentle, 
bovine and sluggish about every- 
thing but their voracious eating of 
water weeds. 

In May, 1964, the Seaquarium 
netted five manatees for the Cen- 
tral and South Florida Flood Con- 
trol District, and they have been 
working in drainage canals west of 
Boca Raton: 

They have proved highly effic- 
ient at exterminating water weeds 
and water hyacinths. Not only do ېر‎ 
they eat the leaves, they eat the 
roots of the plants and even polish 
the stones. 

The manatee experiment is bc- 
ing conducted by’ Dr. Peter Sguros 
of the Florida Atlantic University 
of Boca Raton under a contract 
with the Flood Control District. It 
is being carried on in a canal two 
and one-half miles long.
